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History.  Incorporated  1848.  Children  in  ‘‘Orphans 
Home”  until  1902  when  the  system  of  placing  children  in 
foster  homes  was  substituted.  Fifty  children  were  then  taken 
from  the  “Home”  at  821  Main  Street  and  placed  in  families  in 
the  nearby  country. 

Object.  Briefly  stated,  is  to  care  for  needy  children. 

Method.  The  work  is  accomplished  through  two  agencies, 
the  Department  of  Counsel,  and  the  Department  of  Placing-Out. 

The  Department  of  Counsel  receives  all  applications  made 
to  it,  thoroughly  investigates  the  situation  and  seeks  to  remove 
the  cause  of  distress.  It  may  give  advice  or  refer  the  difficulty 
to  some  other  society  or  to  the  Placing-Out  Department  or 
supervise  the  child  in  its  own  home  or  obtain  work  for  the 
mother  with  her  child. 

The  Placing-Out  Department  removes  the  child,  if  condi¬ 
tion  are  such  as  to  render  this  advisable,  and  places  it  in  some 
foster-home,  preferably  in  the  country,  where  the  expense  of 
its  board  is  either  met  by  the  parents  and  relatives  when 
possible,  as  well  as  the  Society,  or  else  the  child  earns  its  own 
board  in  whole  or  in  part,  or  receives  wages.  A  careful  super¬ 
vision  is  kept  and  an  effort  is  made  to  reestablish  the  home  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Careful  records  are  kept  of  every  application,  and  the 
children  are  supervised  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  after  they 
return  to  their  homes. 

The  responsibility  is  brought  back  upon  the  parents  and 
relatives  and  they  contribute  toward  the  support  of  their 
children  as  much  as  possible. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS  OF  THE  WORCESTER 
CHILDREN’S  FRIEND  SOCIETY  FOR  THE  YEAR 
ENDING  DECEMBER  31.  1921 


If  the  chronicles  of  our  history  are  ever  divided  into  cycles, 
the  year  just  ending  will  mark  the  opening  of  a  new  one.  The 
previous  72  reports  of  the  directors  of  the  Worcester  Children’s 
Friend  Society  have  covered  our  history  from  the  small 
beginning  in  1849,  one  year  after  Worcester  was  granted  a 
city  charter,  on  through  years  of  change  and  growth,  to  the 
event  of  our  inclusion  in  the  Welfare  Federation. 

With  that  innovation  fully  inaugurated,  we  look  back 
over  1921  and  possibly  are  surprised  to  find  that  though  there 
has  been  a  decided  change  in  the  method  of  obtaining  funds, 
the  work  has  gone  on  uninterruptedly,  gaining  in  scope  and 
efficiency,  and  we  arrive  at  the  beginning  of  another  year  with 
an  optimism  that  promises  well  for  the  future. 

The  endorsement  and  personal  interest  expressed  by  the 
unusually  large  number  of  donations  at  Christmas  time  were 
most  reassuring  and  we  would  use  this  additional  opportunity 
to  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  the  organizations  and  many 
individuals  who  remembered  us.  Especially  are  we  grateful 
to  the  Worcester  Evening  Post  for  its  bountiful  gift  of  toys, 
selected  with  the  aid  of  our  working  staff,  who  as  Santa  Claus’s 
agents  knew  the  secret  wish  of  every  little  heart  in  our  care ; 
and  to  the  Rotary  Club  whose  gift  of  $410.00  “to  give  the 
children  a  happy  Christmas  and  provide  a  ‘Comfort  Fund’  ” 
will  enable  us  to  brighten  the  lives  of  many  during  the  coming 
year.  Already  the  purchase  of  a  new  brace  has  given  comfort 
to  one;  the  promise  of  a  few  music  lessons  to  an  older  girl  who 
goes  out  as  a  teacher  next  year,  will  help  complete  her  prepara¬ 
tion  for  life’s  work;  and  our  sick  babies  will  receive  innumer¬ 
able  little  comforts  they  otherwise  could  not  have. 

Memorial  Hospital  and  City  Hospital  have  given  us  every 
possible  assistance  in  the  care  of  our  ill  ones,  a  service  we  truly 
appreciate ;  and  to  the  many  doctors  and  dentists  who  have 
freely  given  of  their  time  and  services  are  we  greatly  indebted. 
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From  the  Wetherell  legacy,  we  again  have  purchased  our 
annual  supply  of  rubbers  and  overshoes,  and  gladdened  the 
hearts  of  many  of  our  boys  with  the  Christmas  gifts  of  rubber 
boots. 

Our  permanent  funds  have  been  increased  by  the  legacies 
of  Miss  Lucy  W.  Rice  and  Mrs.  Susan  B.  Paine.  These  we 
gratefully  acknowledge. 

The  society  records  with  deep  regret  the  loss  of  a  valued 
friend  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Lincoln  Kinnicut.  As  a  director 
since  1898,  and  for  many  years  chairman  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee,  his  counsel  was  wise  and  generous.  Those  who  were 
associated  with  him  in  the  transition  days  of  changing  from 
the  “Home”  to  the  “ Placing  Out”  system  fully  appreciated 
the  value  of  his  devoted  service  to  the  Worcester  Children’s 
Friend  Society. 

There  are  but  few  distinctly  new  features  to  record.  The 
experiment  of  having  quarterly  luncheon  meetings  to  make 
possible  the  attendance  of  all  the  directors  has  quickened  the 
individual  interest  and  we  hope  has  given  to  our  staff  the 
assurance  of  our  earnest  co-operation  in  their  work. 

The  scope  of  our  activities  broadens  each  year.  We  have 
had  to  consider  the  question  of  higher  education  for  the  more 
ambitious  of  our  young  people.  Shall  we  encourage  our  youth 
to  go  on  and  fit  themselves  for  the  work  to  'which  they  seem 
best  adapted,  and  by  so  doing  exceed  the  legitimate  confines 
of  child  welfare  work?  Are  we  justified  in  looking  to  the 
Welfare  Federation  for  the  necessary  funds?  It  hardly  seems 
so.  To  make  such  additional  demands  upon  the  Federation 
does  not  appear  just,  and  we  are  forced  to  the  conclusion  that 
friends  must  be  found  who  will  interest  themselves  in  such 
worthy  cases. 

A  long  cherished  dream  has  become  a  reality.  For  years 
appeals  have  come  to  us  from  parents  who  have  asked  for 
assistance  in  the  control  of  their  children.  We  have  been  able 
to  give  them  only  intermittent  help.  With  the  addition  of  a 
new'  wrorker  to  our  staff  who  devotes  her  entire  time  to  this, 
we  are  now  supervising  more  than  40  children  in  their  own 
homes,  supplementing  parental  care  with  counsel,  guidance  and 
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a  constant  vigilence  over  the  more  wayward.  The  benefits  of 
such  work  are  many.  Children  are  kept  with  their  parents, 
home  conditions  unconsiously  improve,  school  regulations  are 
enforced,  and  meanwhile  self-respect  is  maintained  and  seed 
planted  that  will  germinate  good  citizenship. 

Organized  child  welfare  work  throughout  the  state  and 
nation  have  helped  in  the  solution  of  our  more  complex 
problems.  Co-operating  agencies  and  phycopathic  clinics  have 
offered  their  services,  and  the  outlook  for  our  abnormal 
children  is  brighter  today  than  ever  before.  We  are  fortunate 
in  having  as  our  General  Sercetary  one  who  is  recognized  as  a 
leader  in  this  new  field.  To  her  who  has  seen  the  work  to 
be  done  and  is  endowed  with  the  ability  to  recognize  and  guide 
those  best  fitted  to  accomplish  the  task,  we  are  indebted  for  a 
year  of  rich  achievement. 

To  her  and  her  associates,  and  to  all  who  have  helped  us, 
we  are  deeply  grateful.

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Annual  Report  of  the  General 
Secretary  for  1921 


Again  we  come  to  the  summing  up  of  our  year’s  work. 
It  is  well  that  once  a  year  at  least  we  must  look  back  to  see 
if  our  plans  have  failed  or  succeeded.  The  work  cannot  be 
estimated  by  figures,  so  much  of  the  human  element  must  enters 
into  the  constructive  work  we  are  doing.  Even  though  it 
appears  now  to  be  a  failure,  later  on  the  effort  of  the  personal 
touch  of  the  visitors  may  show  as  a  higher  standard  of  living. 

The  figures  show  that  the  work  increases  every  year,  it 
also  changes  in  its  nature.  Sentiment  does  not  enter  into  the 
disposition  of  the  cases.  It  is  impossible  to  care  for  all  the 
dependent  children  of  the  City,  so  certain  policies  have  been 
adopted  by  all  children’s  agencies.  To  the  State  we  have 
turned  all  those  who  have  a  State  settlement,  that  is,  those  who 
have  not  lived  in  one  town  or  city  of  Massachusetts  for  five 
consecutive  years,  and  to  the  City  those  who  have  a  city 
settlement.  It  is  our  privilege  to  take  either  a  State  or  a 
City  case  if  we  feel  we  can  do  more  constructive  work.  Families 
of  dependent  children  usually  go  to  the  State  or  City. 

A  boy  who  had  been  in  our  care  for  a  number  of  years 
really  became  a  ward  of  the  City  when  his  father  died.  We, 
however,  felt  that  he  had  possibilities  and,  as  he  could  earn 
his  board,  we  preferred  to  keep  him  in  our  care  and  see  him 
through  High  School.  He  is  now  working  his  way  through 
college  with  very  little  outside  help.  We  have  many  temporary 
cases  where  the  mother  is  in  the  hospital  or  where  the  homes 
have  been  broken  up.  Eventually  we  return  the  child  to  their 
re-established  homes.  More  than  half  of  the  children  in  foster¬ 
homes  have  lost  their  mother,  either  because  she  died  or  because 
she  deserted  them,  and  the  father  is  doing  all  he  can  to  support 
them.  If  the  father  dies  or  deserts  we  are  able  to  refer  the 
case  to  Mother’s  Aid.  We  have  many  more  problem  cases  and 
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as  usual,  about  a  third  of  our  work  is  with  babies.  Illegitimacy, 
as  in  other  years,  heads  the  causes  for  application.  Insufficient 
income  this  year  is  the  second  greatest  cause,  following  which 
come,  death  of  mother,  desertion  of  fateher,  illness  of  mother, 
separation  of  parents  and  waywardness  of  children.  Two  of 
the  children  who  applied  to  us  were  sent  to  the  Wrentham 
State  School  for  the  Feeble-Minded. 

We  are  making  a  great  effort  to  keep  the  children  in  their 
own  homes.  This  requires  more  careful  supervision  on  the 
part  of  the  visitor.  We  have  been  obliged  to  add  another 
worker  to  our  staff  in  order  to  do  this  as  forty  children  are 
thus  being  cared  for.  It  is  for  the  private  society  to  take  a 
step  forward  each  year,  thus  gaining  a  broader  horizon  to 
deal  with  the  misunderstood  child.  A  careful  study  must  be 
made,  which  was  done  with  the  girl  we  sent  to  the  New  England 
Home  for  Little  Wanderers  for  observation.  She  was  thought 
to  be  stubborn,  she  burst  into  tears  at  nothing  at  all.  Her 
head  ached  most  of  the  time  and  she  did  not  want  to  go  to 
school.  The  doctor  said  she  was  bluffing  for  he  could  find 
nothing  the  matter  with  her.  The  teacher  thought  she  was 
spoiled  at  home.  We  placed  her  at  the  New  England  Home 
for  Little  Wanderers  and  after  eight  specialists  had  worked 
with  her  for  two  months  they  found  she  was  suffering  from  a 
disease  which  is  just  beginning  to  be  known.  They  recom¬ 
mended  a  course  of  treatment  which  required  careful  super¬ 
vision.  She  was  placed  with  a  foster-mother  who  devoted  most 
of  her  time  to  her.  After  several  months  she  was  able  to  go 
back  home.  Now  we  are  about  to  take  her  again  to  the  New 
England  Home  that  they  may  keep  in  touch  with  the  girl. 

Placing- Out  Department 

We  began  the  year  with  165  children  in  foster-homes,  this 
number  increased  to  169.  Is  was  not  until  September  that 
there  "was  any  appreciable  difference,  then  as  in  previous  years 
the  number  was  greatly  reduced.  After  Christmas  the  work 
usually  increases. 

The  work  with  our  babies  stands  out  as  one  of  the  im¬ 
portant  features  of  the  year’s  work.  Many  of  them  are  taken 
regularly  to  the  pediatric  clinic  at  City  Hospital.  We  are  very 
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grateful  to  Dr.  Cobb  for  bis  painstaking,  skillful  care  of  these 
home.  A  year  old  baby  had  tuberculosis  and  seemed  to  be 
playing  a  losing  game.  We  finally  placed  her  with  a  trained 
nurse  and  under  Dr.  Cobb’s  directions  she  is  quite  a  different 
baby,  even  in  this  short  time.  A  special  price  for  board  was 
necessarily  paid.  It  takes  much  time  to  take  these  children 
regularly  to  the  hospital  and  the  automobile  is  indispensable. 

We  have  had  more  problem  cases  this  year.  There  was 
the  boy  of  nine  years  who  would  not  go  to  school.  The  principal 
of  the  school  and  the  parents  made  every  effort  to  have  him 
do  so.  After  a  psycopathic  examination  we  placed  him  on  a 
farm  for  six  months  and  in  September  brought  him  back  home 
where  he  is  being  supervised  and  so  far  he  is  doing  well.  There 
is,  also,  the  boy  who  does  unusually  well  in  school  but  not  in 
any  home.  There  are  the  older  girl  and  boy  problems  and  the 
young  mother  and  her  child.  We  also  had  one  girl  convalescing 
from  sleeping  sickness.  To  deal  intelligently  with  these 
problems  it  is  quite  necessary  that  they  have  a  psycopathic 
examination,  which  is  sometimes  repeated  at  intervals.  We  are 
very  grateful  for  the  co-operation  given  us  by  the  new  psycho¬ 
pathic  clinic  at  the  Summer  Street  Hospital  in  these  cases.  We 
must  know  the  mental  twist  in  their  makeup  and  get  expert 
advice  as  to  the  treatment.  There  are  usually  characterestics 
that  have  been  suppressed  or  over-developed.  It  requires  much 
time  and  tact  not  only  in  placing  these  children  but  in  super¬ 
vising  them  and  often  a  special  price  for  board  is  necessary. 
Clothing  is  perhaps  the  first  approach  to  selfrespect  for  these 
children.  Sports  and  recreation  play  a  large  part,  basket-ball, 
swimming,  camp-fire  girls,  boy-scouts,  the  Grange,  the  Home 
Economic  Club  and  dancing  school  and  music  lessons  all  help 
to  give  a  healthy  frame  of  mind  and  higher  ideals  are  thus 
established.  More  cultural  work  seems  to  have  been  done 
during  the  past  year,  the  expense  of  which  has  usually  been 
borne  by  people  interested  and  not  from  our  allotment. 

It  is  the  margin  that  gives  these  children  their  self-respect. 
Our  college  girl  recognized  this  when  she  gave  her  mite  to  the 
college  drive,  having  saved  it  from  her  lunches.  It  is  also 
recognized  by  our  good  friend  at  Christmas  time  when  she 
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brings  new  dollar  bills  to  be  given  to  the  children  that  they 
may  have  a  little  spending  money. 

We  have  always  tried  to  make  education  one  of  our 
strongest  features.  At  present  there  are  19  High  School  pupils, 
4  in  Trade  School,  2  in  business  college,  1  in  Normal  School 
and  3  in  college.  Apart  from  clothing  we  have  been  obliged 
to  raise  only  about  $300  from  a  B.  I.  source  (benevolent  indi¬ 
viduals)  to  finance  these  students.  It  is  needless  to  speak  of 
the  tremendous  efforts  they  are  making  for  themselves. 

We  have  had  more  foster-home  applications  this  year,  so 
we  have  been  able  to  discriminate  more  carefully  their  fitness 
for  a  particular  job.  We  have  been  fortunate  in  obtaining 
such  good  foster-homes  for  our  babies  with  trained  nurses, 
most  of  these  are  within  the  city  limit.  We  are  also  bringing 
in  our  High  School  students  that  they  may  have  the  advantages 
of  our  city  schools. 

Miss  Mildred  Dixon,  as  a  volunteer  worker,  is  now  doing 
the  clerical  work  of  our  home  finding  department  which  means 
the  sending  out  of  circular  letters  to  some  six  to  ten  references 
on  each  application,  and  recording  their  replies.  This  as¬ 
sistance  has  been  of  great  value. 

What  are  some  of  our  failures?  A  boy  who  had  been  in 
our  care  for  a  year  and  a  half,  apparently  doing  well,  dropped 
back  to  his  old  difficulty  and  ran  away.  It  was  eight  months 
before  he  was  found.  Again,  we  have  worked  for  a  year  with 
a  young  mother  and  her  one  child  now  to  find  she  is  to  have 
another.  A  boy  who  had  been  in  our  care  for  several  years 
fell  in  with  an  unscrupulous  man.  It  took  quick  work  on  our 
part  to  get  the  boy  interested  in  wholesome  living,  and  we 
hope  we  still  have  a  grip  on  him.  We  undertook  to  care  for 
a  boy  who  was  really  a  State  ward.  He  did  not  measure  up 
to  what  we  had  hoped  he  would,  probably  because  in  the 
press  of  other  work  we  did  not  put  sufficient  time  on  his 
problem.  We  finally  turned  him  to  the  State  because  we  felt 
the  expense  involved  was  more  than  we  could  carry. 

At  the  various  conferences  of  social  work  which  we  have 
attended  through  the  year,  the  key  note  has  been  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  like  societies. 
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To  obtain  results  in  our  work  requires  both  head  and 
heart,  an  intelligent  planning  and  a  love  for  humanity  and 
service  and  a  deal  of  common  sense.  We  must  know  intimately 
our  applicant,  the  children  and  our  foster-parents.  *  We  must 
be  quick  to  recognize  danger  signals  along  the  line  and  catch 
the  children  on  the  rebound.  A  sympathetic  understanding  of 
children  and  a  sense  of  humor  work  wonders.  We  have  tried 
to  get  an  all  round  view-point  of  the  situation,  that  is  to  be  fair 
to  the  child,  to  ourselves,  and  especially  to  the  workingman 
who  has  often  made  a  sacrifice  that  he  might  contribute  to  the 
Golden  Rule  Fund  and  so  make  our  work  possible. 

To  our  Board  of  Managers  we  owe  much  for  their  loyalty 
and  ever-ready  support  and  help;  the  loan  of  their  cars,  the 
obtaining  special  gifts  have  helped  to  strengthen  our  work  and 
make  these  childrens  lives  of  greater  worth  to  the  Common¬ 
wealth.
